Fo llo wing Dr. Ly o ns this afterno o n 
was an ad d ress o n the su bject “The 
Battlements o f the Ho me” by Dr. J. 
A. Kenned y o f Co llege Co rner, Ohio . 
The Rev . C. M. Yo cu m was to speak 
nex t o n Su nd ay Scho o l Wo rk” and 
the afterno o n 
meeting 
was to be 
clo sed with a d iscu ssio n o f wo rkable 
metho d s, led by the su perintend ent 
o f the Sy no d , E. F. Kimmelshu e. 
Dr. Ly o ns said this afterno o n, and 
cited nu mero u s Bible passages to 
pro v e it, that the characteristic o f 
the early Christians was that ev ery 
chu rch member sho u ld be a 
liv ing 
witness o f Christ, namely , that He 
was a risen Sav io u r. 
Dr. Ly o ns to ld o f the o rigin o f the 
Yo ke Fello ws band . 
Ile d eclared 
that his heart bro ke in the pu lpit d u r­ 
ing the April co mmu nio n in 1911. He 
said he to ld the co ngregatio n 
that 
its go o d ness was a po sitiv e stu mbling 
blo ck to him. 
“I can’t go fu rther,” he d eclared 
he said , “u ntil I hav e a band o f men 
who will y o ke u p with Jesu s. 
Yo u r 
patience retard s me.”

That" d ay , he said , the Yo ke Fel­ 
lo ws band , o r minu te 
men, 
so 
to 
speak, was o rganized 
with fifteen 
members and has since increased to 
thirty members. 
The members wo rk 
in missio ns and fill pu lpits. 
They 
hav e the d istinctio n between talking 
and preaching religio n, 
Dr. Ly o ns 
asserted . 
They d id the preaching at 
his chu rch last su mmer when he to o k 
his v acatio n. 
Dr. Ly o ns and the band went into 
a no rthern Kentu cky 
co u nty 
last 
su mmer fo r ten d ay s and established 
the po cket testam ent leagu e o f fo u r 
hu nd red 
members. 
The 
members 
were fo r the mo st part, he said , men 
who fo rmerly carried pisto ls in their 
po ckets. 
The minister said members o f the 
band were wililng to answer a call 
any ho u r o f the d ay o r night to trav ± 
el a hu nd red miles to serv e Christ. 
They are alread y to sacrifice mo st 
any thing, he said . 
He repeated a 
nu mber o f instances to ind icate tho 
v alu e o f their serv ices. 
The Rev . Pau l S tu art 
o f Milro y 
presid ed at the 
mo rning 
serv ice 
which o pened at ten o ’clo ck.

O TH ER W OMAN IN T H E C A SE ’ 


She Appears in Shelbyville and Will 


be Used on the Witness Stand

The state, in the trial of Dr. Craig, 
expects to put in 
its 
evidence in 
chief by the end of this week, but it 
is possible that its case will not bo 
closed until Monday. 
Several 
wit­ 
nesses, who 
appeared 
before 
the 
Marion county grand jury, will not 
be called on to testify here unless 
the 
defense 
introduces 
testimony 
that must be rebutted by those wit­ 
nesses. 


The failure of Harry W. Haskett 
to identify positively Dr. Craig as 
the man he saw coming out of the 
passageway in the rear of the Dela­ 
ware flats the night of Dr. Knabe’s 
death did not discourage the attor­ 
neys for the state. 
They knew that 
be could not make a positive identi­ 
fication and that he 
would not be 
more certain than he was 
in 
his 
testimony. 
They feel that the only 
benefit the defense 
got 
from 
Mr. 
Haskett’s testimony was 
that 
Dr. 
Craig’s lawyers can argue with em­ 
phasis on the question of reasonable 
doubt and use Haskett’s testimony 
as an illustration. 


The state introduced several wit­ 
nesses yesterday who testified to the 
friendly relations that existed 
be­ 
tween Dr. Craig and Dr. Knabe up 
to* about three weeks before the lat- 
ter’s death. 
They said 
that 
Dr. 
Craig frequently took 
Dr. 
Knabe 
from the veterinary college 
lh his 
automobile and appeared quite fond 
of her. 


From Otto Wagner, formerly as­ 
sistant secretary of the Indiana Vet­ 
erinary college, the state drew 
the 
statement that in the presence of 
Dr. Roberts, president of the college, 
and himself, Dr. Craig, speaking of 
Dr. Knabe, said. 
“Tell her to go to 
Ii—I.” 
The witness said Dr. Craig’s 
manner was that of indifference to 
Dr. Knabe’s feelings. 
A dispute as to the lecture hours 
of Dr. Craig and Dr. Knabe was the 
cause of Dr. Craig making the ex­ 
clamation. 
The contention of 
the 
state is that because of the dispute 
over the lecture hours, Dr. Craig be­ 
came angry and indifferent to Dr. 
Knabe. 


Mr. Wagner told 
of 
a 
banquet 
given by the graduates of the col­ 
lege at which Dr. Knabe 
and 
Dr. 
Craig were present, hut did not sit 
together, nor did Dr. Craig take her 
home from it. 
It was at that banquet 
that Dr. 
Knabe took two cigars, presumably 


for Dr. Craig. The cigars were found 
in her room after her death. 
Walter E. Playter, who is in busi­ 
ness at 538 Capital avenue, 
north, 
and lived at the Emmett flats, near 
Delaware flats in October, 1911, told 
of seeing a light in Dr. Knabe’s bed­ 
room at 2:40 o’clock on the night 
the doctor died. He was on his way 
home, accompanied by a little dog, 
when he saw the light shining at the 
side and bottom of the curtain to the 
window in the room. 
The purpose of this testimony, as 
advanced by the state, was to show 
that the light in Dr. Knabe’s bed­ 
room was turned on after she was 
killed, former evidence 
being 
that 
there was no light in Dr. Knabe’s 
room 
between 12 
and 
I 
o’clock, 
which was about the time the death 
is supposed to have occurred. 
A man in dark clothing and wear­ 
ing a soft crush hat that was al­ 
ways pulled down over his eyes, and 
who loitered about the apartments of 
Dr. Knabe late at 
night, was 
de­ 
scribed by J. W. Smith, 215 East 
Tichigan street. 
In July and Au­ 
gust she frequently sat on her porch 
and night after night between 11:30 
and 12 o’clock this man 
came 
to 
Michigan 
and 
Delaware 
streets. 
Sometimes he would stand under the 
electric light at that 
corner, 
then 
walk up and down the street, and 
when any one approached he would 
cross the street until they were gone. 
“The other woman in the case,” as a 
supposed missing witness 
for 
the 
state is caleld, and has been found. 
She is in Room 51 at the Ray hotel. 
Her name is not on the hotel register 
and lier meals are 
served 
in 
the 
room. 
This wintess is the woman who 
lives at Avon, in Hendricks county, 
and was referred to in Eph Inman’s 
opening statement as the 
one 
for 
whom 
Dr. Craig jilted Dr. Knabe. 
Mr. Inman told Judge Blair that the 
state could not find the woman, and 
intimated thitt she had fled from the 
court 
jurisdiction, 
but 
yesterday 
evening she came to the hotel and 
was kept out of sight, but a man in 
the hotel office recognized her. 
Mr. Inman, for the state, admitted 
that the “other 
woman” 
was 
on 
hand and would be used by the state 
as a witness. He hoped to have her 
testify today, though it 
is possible 
that she may not he used as a wit­ 
ness before tomorrow.

Indianapolis, Dec. 4 .—On an appeal 
for su ch action by O rg anizer Farrell 
of the team sters’ u nion the qu estion of 
calling a g eneral strik e will again 
be tak en u p a t a m eeting of a special 
com m ittee of the C entral L abor u nion 
tonig ht. 
Y esterday was com parativ ely free 
from distu rbances growing ou t of the 
strik e. 
L ate in the afternoon reports 
of trou ble had ceased altog ether and 
for the first tim e since the strik e be­ 
gan the police w ere not activ ely en­ 
gaged In su ppressing distu rbances. 
M ay or W allace m ade the following 
statem ent last ev ening : 
"I repeat 
again tha t we hav e the situ ation well 
In hand. T here is no reason why bu s­ 
iness shou ld not be condu cted as u su ­ 
al.

Berlin, Dec. 4.— Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, 
the 
Im perial 
chancellor, 
and the m inister of war, General Von 
Falkenhayn, told the reichstag that 
the government upholds the action of 
the German troops in Alsace in de­ 
fending themselves from the Franco­ 
phile populace. 
Discussion of the events at Zahern, 
oaused by Lieutenant Baron VonForst- 
ner’s insulting words regarding the 
pro-French tendency of the Alsatians, 
provoked the stormy session. 
Both 
the imperial chancellor and the min­ 
ister of war said that the authority of 
the mailed ast w ill be maintained in 
the German empire at whateevr coit, 
and that agitators, whether in the 
press or in the reichstag, cannot in­ 
timidate the government. 
The key­ 
note of the war m inister's speech was 
that the officers of the army have the 
right to defend themselves from in­ 
sults of the populace if the civil au­ 
thorities neglect to act. 
General 
Von 
Falkenhayn’s words 
turned the session pf the reichstag 
into the most tumultuous since the 
colonial debates in 1898. 
The press 
has not been so stirred since the an­ 
nouncement of the kaiser's interview 
on armaments in the D aily Telegraph 
ip October, 1908, Indicating that Ger­ 
many viewed the growth of Japan a a 
presaging wax between the two coun­ 
tries. 
Particular interest was paid to the 
war m inister's -announcement on ac­ 
count of the fact that he has had a 
conference on the subject with Emper- 
! or W illiam , who is shooting on the 
| estates of his 
friend, 
Prince 
Van 
Fuerstenberg, and It was taken for 
granted that the kaiser himself was 
speaking to the country through the 
i minister of war. 
Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg blamed 
the German press for following the 
lead of the Paris Matin and said that 
the increasing enmity of the Alsatians 
to the officers of the German army re­ 
sulted from the press agitation. 
“ They are traitors,” shouted the So­ 
cialists at the reference to the officers 
in Zabern. 
The chancellor took his 
seat amid a storm of hisses. 
General Falkenhayn then arose. He 
had not said a dozen words when the 
storm burst. He stood his ground and 


I the staid reichstag looked like a ses- 
j aion of the Hungarian parliament. The 
| jeers of the opposition and the impre­ 
cations 
of 
the 
Socialist 
members 
drowned his words. 
Lebedour, Hie 
leader of the Socialists, ran to the 
steps leading to the speaker’s aland 
and cried, “ Come down!” Other mem­ 
bers hurled shouts of “ Insult,” “ Impu­ 
dence" and “ falsehood" at the minis­ 
ter of war. 
When the outburst subsided General 
Falkenhayn deliberately and provoca­ 
tively repeated the words which had 
aroused the anger of the members. 
The tumult and the shouting which 
followed was worse than the first, and 
his speech ended amid a tremendous 
I uproar.

ing, there was a strong draft to carry 
the flames in every direction.

Go v ernment Orders Discha rg e o f Fo r­ 
mer President Zela y a . 
New York, Dec. 4.— General Jose 
Santos Zelaya, former president of 
Nicaragua, hns been discharged from 
federal custody, the department of jus­ 
tice at Washington having ordered the 
dismissal of the warrant charging him 
with the murder of two fellow coun­ 
trymen. which was issued at the In­ 
stance of the Nicaraguan government 
Immediately on his release General 
Zelaya hurried away to his hotel. 
There la some doubt as to the con­ 
ditions under which the ex-dictator of 
Nicaragua was freed. He himself said 
that he would not consent to any con­ 
ditions making it necessary for him 
to return to Barcelona, Spain, from 
whence he came here, but In Washing­ 
ton Solicitor Folk of the state depart­ 
ment said that Nicaragua had with­ 
drawn its request for extradition with 
the understanding that Zelaya would 
leave the United States in a short time 
and would not return to his native 
country.

its weight was only abou t one-eighth 
of the total. 
“First class mail is carried at the 
rate of two cents for letters weigh­ 
ing one ou nce and one cent for p os­ 
tal cards, of which there are 
ov er 
one hu ndred and six ty to the p ou nd. 
As most letters are light, and av er­ 
age abou t forty to the p ou nd, with a 
few p ost cards. It may be seen that 
letter mail p ay s ov er 8 4 cents p er 
p ou nd, which is $1,6 8 0 p er ton. Nat­ 
u rally this rate is immensely p rofit­ 
able to the gov ernment.

N orthw est Expects to Produce 60,000 
C arlo ad s In 1919. 


Fru it gr ower s of the northwest are 
beginning to w'ou der what is going to 
hap p en when the great acreage of 
y ou ng trees which hav e been p lanted 
y ield their p rosp ectiv ely immense p rod­ 
u ct. 
Probably 10,000 cars of fru it will go 
ou t of the district as the 1913 contri­ 
bu tion of tho northwest to the mark ets 
of the w'orld. By 1910 the ou tp u t, bas­ 
ing calcu lations on the p resent acre­ 
age of y ou ng trees, will be at least 30,- 
000 cars, and it w?ou ld not be su rp ris­ 
ing to the largo growers if the, total 
reached .00,000 cars by 1920. 
At the 
p resent av erage p rice for ap p les that 
wou ld mean finding a mark et for $5 1,- 
000,000 worth of fru it. 
Mak ing p rep aration for distribu ting 
intelligently the crop of 1914 and tile 
Increasing crop s of su cceeding y ears 
is the greatest p roblem in tho north­ 
west today . It begins now w ith the lo­ 
cation of immigrants on lands which 
are no longer cheap by showing the 
inv estor a mark et which assu res a fair 
retu rn, and it reaches forward to the 
time w'hen the large inv estment in 
orchard, fru it au d garden lands of the 
northwest mu st bo made to p ay tile 
grower a reasonable p rofit 
As a help to Oregon growers the 
Portland, Eu gene and Eastern railroad 
has been mak ing an inv estigation of 
mark eting methods in Washington. 
At Pu y allu p it was fou nd that a co­ 
op erativ e association of farmers was 
able to create and maintain a mark et 
for v ine and garden p rodu cts, u sing a 
selling organization and a cannery . 
The big thing disclosed by the inv esti­ 
gation was the p lan of co-op erativ e 
selling as dev elop ed by tho North Pa­ 
cific Fru it Distribu ters, which in Its 
first y ear handled 40 to 5 0 p er cent of 
tho fru it crop and maintained the mar­ 
k et. 
The North Pacific Fru it Distribu ters 
is simp ly a central selling agency , rep ­ 
resenting eighty -fiv e affiliated asso­ 
ciations of fru it growers or local 
u nions. 
It alms to find and1 maintain 
a fair mark et for the. northwest. In a 
single y ear It has become one of the 
largest factors in the ap p le mark et of 
the world. 
Among fru it growers in general the 
op inion is that some su ch organization 
mu st be formed to care for the inter­ 
ests of all the large p rodu cers of fru it 
in the northwest 


WILL EXPLORE BY AIRSHIP. 


A $750,000 Expedition to Su rve y N ew 
Guinea From the Sky. 
Designs hav e been draw'n at Berlin 
for the airship which Lieu tenant P. 
Graeta intends to u se In ex p loring the 
interior of New’ Gu inea. 
Associations 
hav e been formed in England and Hol­ 
land to fu rnish the su m of $75 0,000, 
w'hleh the nov el p lan of ex p loration is 
ex p ected to cost. 
The airship designed is 320 feet long 
by OO feet In diameter, cap able bf 
mak ing a sp eed of thirty -fou r miles an 
hou r and rising to the height of 12,- 
5 00 feet. A p ortable shed for the air­ 
ship and a gas generating p lant will 
be set u p at Malu , which will be u sed 
as the base for the ex p edition.
